DEPARTMENT  OVERVIEW 


The  Missouri  Department  of  Conservation's  vision,  mission,  and  what  we  believe  statements  communicate  our  never- 
ending  pledge  to  serve  Missourians  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Missouri  Constitution  (Article  IV,  Section 
40(a)  through  46). 

The  mission  of  the  Missouri  Department  of  Conservation  is: 

■  To  protect  and  manage  the  fish,  forest,  and  wildlife  resources  of  the  state; 

■  to  serve  the  public  and  facilitate  their  participation  in  resource  management  activities; 

■  and  to  provide  opportunity  for  all  citizens  to  use,  enjoy  and  learn  about  fish,  forest,  and  wildlife  resources. 

The  Department  of  Conservation's  budget  request  is  funded  entirely  from  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund.  The 
Department  receives  no  general  revenue  funds.  Sources  of  revenue  for  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund  include 
hunting  and  fishing  permits,  commercial  permits,  nonresident  permits,  the  Conservation  Sales  Tax,  and  sources  of 
federal  assistance  including  the  Wildlife  and  Sport  Fish  Restoration  program  and  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service.  The 
Department  of  Conservation's  annual  budget  is  less  than  one  percent  of  the  total  state  budget.  The  economic  benefits 
offish,  forest,  and  wildlife  management  include  over  $11.4  billion  of  business  activity  annually  in  Missouri. 


Missouri  Department  of  Conservation  Revenue  Highlights 


The  Department's  budget  represents  less  than  1%  of  the  entire  state's  budget  and  no  state 
general  revenue  is  received.  The  three  largest  sources  of  revenue  for  the  Department  of 
Conservation  are  the  Conservation  Sales  Tax  (59%),  hunting  and  fishing  permit  sales 
(21%),  and  Federal  reimbursement  (14%). 


Revenue  Highlights 

•  Fiscal  Year  2010 

o    Conservation  Sales  Tax  growth  was  negative  2.8%,  resulting  in  sales  tax  revenues  that  were  $2.7  million  lower  than  the  prior 

year.  The  FY10  decline  marks  the  second  largest  one-year  decline  in  Conservation  Sales  Tax  history. 
o    Conservation  Sales  Tax  has  had  three  consecutive  years  with  negative  sales  tax  growth. 

•  Fiscal  Year  to  Date  201 1 

o  At  the  end  of  August  201 0,  Conservation  Sales  Tax  was  3%  lower  than  the  same  period  of  the  prior  year.  Fiscal  Year  201 1 
Conservation  Sales  Tax  revenue  is  anticipated  to  be  1 .2%  lower  than  Fiscal  Year  2010.  This  would  bring  Fiscal  Year  201 1 
Conservation  Sales  Tax  revenues  to  its  lowest  level  since  Fiscal  Year  2003  (see  graph  on  page  4). 

o  At  the  end  of  August  201 0,  total  Conservation  revenues  were  1  %  lower  than  the  same  period  of  the  prior  year.  Fiscal  Year 
201 1  total  Conservation  revenues  are  anticipated  to  be  2.1%  higher  than  FY  2010.  This  would  bring  Fiscal  Year  201 1  total 
Conservation  revenues  below  Fiscal  Year  2006  levels  (see  graph  on  page  7). 

•  From  Fiscal  Year  2000  and  Fiscal  Year  201 0 

o    When  compared  against  growth  of  General  Revenue,  total  Conservation  Department  revenue  grew  less  than  total  State 

General  Revenue  by  4.3%  or  $6.06  million. 
o    Total  Conservation  Department  revenue  grew  less  than  inflation  (CPI)  by  10.5%  or  $14.8  million. 
o    Conservation  Sales  Tax  grew  less  than  inflation  by  1 4.5%  or  $1 2.6  million. 
o    Hunting  and  fishing  permit  sales  grew  less  than  inflation  by  9.7%  or  $2.8  million. 


•  Conservation  Commission  Fund  Balance 

o    The  position  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  maintain  a  targeted  fund  balance  of  two  months  of  revenue  plus  restricted 
trust  account  funds.    The  Conservation  Commission  Fund  is  managed  as  the  Department's  rainy  day  account  to  address 
economic  uncertainty  as  well  as  unforeseen  fish,  forest,  and  wildlife  related  diseases,  wildfires,  floods,  or  ice  storms. 

•  Fiscal  Year  2012  Operating  Request  -  House  Bill  6 

o    Fiscal  Year  201 2  core  spending  authorization  request  for  the  Department's  Operational  budget  will  be  the  same  as  FY  201 0 
($1 45,534,841 ).  This  request  does  not  include  any  new  decision  items.  Consistent  with  past  years,  any  Governor 
recommended  salary  adjustment  would  be  added  to  this  spending  authority  request. 

o    The  Department  has  not  requested  any  new  decision  items  (beyond  Governor  recommended  pay  plans)  in  the  last  five  years. 

o    Commission  cannot  spend  more  than  the  combined  revenues  that  make  up  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund. 

•  Sound  Financial  Management 

o    In  September  2009,  because  of  declining  economic  conditions  and  to  maintain  a  sound  financial  condition,  the  Commission 
approved  a  new  staffing  plan  which  included  placing  full-time  positions  on  hold  and  closing  field  offices,  resulting  in  a  net  cost 
savings  of  over  $7.5  million.  These  proactive  steps  will  keep  the  Department  of  Conservation  in  a  sound  financial  condition  into 
the  future  to  fulfill  the  Department's  constitutional  obligation  to  Missouri  citizens. 

o  The  Department  has  initiated  a  review  of  all  personal  service  benefits.  Final  recommendations  are  anticipated  to  go  to  the 
Commission,  including  projected  cost  savings,  during  the  current  fiscal  year.  Recommendations  should  work  to  provide  a 
balance  that  creates  additional  choices  for  staff  while  providing  financial/business  benefits  to  the  agency.

The  George  O.  White  State  Forest  Nursery  produces  and  distributes  over 
3.5  million  seedlings  each  year  that  are  planted  on  public  and  private  land  for 
reforestation,  erosion  control,  and  in  support  of  tree  planting  components  of 
the  Federal  Farm  Bill.  Of  those  approximately  3.5  million  seedlings,  1 1 0,000 
are  produced  for  distribution  to  all  fourth  grade  students  in  Missouri  every  year 
as  part  of  MDC's  annual  Arbor  Day  activities. 


This  was  a  new  measure  for  FY1 0.  Consequently,  only  actual 
numbers  are  provided  for  prior  fiscal  years.

The  number  of  estimated  readers  of  the  Missouri  Conservationist  magazine  per  issue  distributed  is  1 .5  million.  The  drop  in  issues  printed  in  FY09  was 
due  to  a  postal  review/update  of  the  mailing  list.  The  higher  number  of  copies  printed  per  month  in  FY10  is  due,  in  part,  to  new  subscriptions  as  a  result 
of  increased  awareness  of  the  magazine  due  to  the  new  kids'  magazine,  Xplor;  the  ease  of  subscribing  online;  and  increased  distribution  of  subscription 
cards.

The  program,  Discover  Nature  -  Women,  provides  training  in  skills  such  as  fishing,  camping,  archery  and  use  of  shotguns.  A  survey  of  the  attendees  at 
the  statewide  event  resulted  in  the  following  responses  for  rating  the  overall  event:  83%  felt  the  event  was  excellent;  17%  felt  the  event  was  very  good.

Major  changes  were  made  to  deer  management  strategies  in  2004,  following  an  extensive  series  of  public  meetings  held  in  each  of  30  communities  around 
Missouri.  Input  from  these  meetings  helped  guide  changes  to  the  Wildlife  Code  which  encourage  hunters  to  harvest  more  antlerless  deer  and  balance  the 
composition  of  the  herd.  Some  changes,  notably  the  antler  point  restriction  and  telecheck  processing,  have  been  received  favorably  by  hunters.  Deer 
management  efforts  have  been  so  successful  that  control  of  the  deer  herd  and  reducing  its  size  is  now  a  primary  goal,  while  balancing  this  concern  with 
other  public  sentiments  that  value  and  appreciate  plentiful  deer,  including  the  views  of  deer  hunters  and  businesses  that  benefit  from  outdoor  recreation. 
Results  from  a  2005-2006  survey  of  deer  hunters  using  conservation  areas  revealed  more  deer  are  seen  and  satisfaction  is  highest  with  restrictive 
regulations.  Conversely,  areas  with  "open"  regulations  resulted  in  fewer  deer  seen  and  less  satisfaction.  Our  goal  is  to  provide  a  range  of  opportunity  on 
public  land.  Deer  hunting  is  a  $1  billion  dollar  economic  boon  to  Missouri  contributing  1 1 ,800  jobs  to  Missouri's  workforce.  In  addition,  deer  hunters  view 
deer  season  and  deer  hunting  as  a  valuable  family  tradition. 

The  most  recent  data  available  from  the  U.S.  Fish  &  Wildlife  Service  (i.e. ,  the  2006  National  Survey  of  Fishing,  Hunting,  and  Wildlife-Associated  Recreation) 
indicates  that  12  percent  of  Missourians  participate  in  hunting.  Participation  in  the  eight  states  bordering  Missouri  ranges  from  3  percent  (Illinois)  to 
14  percent  (Arkansas);  the  national  rate  is  5  percent.

Every  Missouri  citizen  benefits  from  healthy,  sustainable,  and  well-managed  fish,  forest,  and  wildlife  resources.  Every  Missouri  citizen  can  visit 
one  of  over  900  conservation  areas  and  accesses  and  may  request  a  free  subscription  to  the  Department's  monthly  magazine.   Every  Missouri 
landowner  can  request  resource  assistance  on  their  property.  The  Department  of  Conservation  maintains  a  widespread  presence  throughout  the 
state  that  serves  each  Missourian  in  many  ways.  In  addition  to  conservation  areas  and  accesses,  venues  include  nature  centers,  school 
programs,  public  seminars,  teacher  workshops,  state  and  county  fairs,  hunter  education  classes,  private  landowner  assistance,  partnerships  with 
rural  fire  departments,  county  partnerships,  and  community  partnerships.
